On the pin ball and lever type 
slot machines you insert your coin 
for a chance to win more than you 
pay. You risk to win or lose. If 
you win, that’s pleasant. If you 
lose that’s unpleasant and occupies 
your attention unpleasantly and it 
ceases to be amusement. 

The question is do you want to 
be sure of amusement pleasantly, or 
do you wish to take a chance, pleas- 
antly or unpleasantly? 

All these machines “pay off” in 
some way.

Sailor Technicality 


Superior Judge Clark Clement of 
Redwood City took under submis- 
sion Monday Charles Sailor's re- 
quest to force his wife to submit 
to a physical examination to deter- 
mine whether or not she is preg- 
nant.

Spencer C. Fish introduced the 
speaker at the Rotary Club on 
Wednesday noon at their luncheon 
meeting at Ramor Oaks.
